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CURRENT TOPICS. 


THERE WaAs a list of over forty cases in the Vacation Court on 
Wednesday, about half of these being matters which had stood 
over from previous weeks. Mr. Justice Joyce has shewn a 





marked disinclination to entertain business which is not really 
urgent, and he declines rigorously to allow chamber business to 
be introduced so as to obstruct the court work. 





Our READERS will have noticed with regret the painful 
circumstances attending the death of the wife of the Master of 
the Rolls by drowning in the River Spey last Monday. Sir 
AxcutsaLp Surrx has won the respect of the profession by his 
unfailing courtesy and assiduous attention to Cekiane during a 
long judicial career, and great sympathy will be felt for him in 
his bereavement. 





WE coMMENcE publishing this week the statutes of the recent 
session. Probably no session for very many years has been so 
barren of legislative production. The Demise of the Crown Act 
(c. 5) has removed the inconvenience to office-holders consequent 
upon the death of the Sovereign, and the Larceny Act (c. 10) 
avoids the defect in section 75 of the Larceny Act, 1861, which 
required a direction in writing in order to make misappropria- 
tion by an agent of money or securities entrusted to him 
a criminal offence. The Education Act (c.11) is a merely 
provisional measure intended to avoid for a time the effect of the 
Cockerton case (49 W. R. 433), and the Agricultural Rates Act 
1896, &c., Continuance Act (c. 13) continues the principal Act till 
1906. The Royal Titles Act (c. 15) enables the King by Royal 
Proclamation to make an addition to his titles. The Youthful 
Offenders Act (c. 20), and the Intoxicating Liquors (Sale to 
Children) Act (c. 27) effect social changes of some importance 
with respect to children and ns who have the care of them. 
The Public Libraries Act (c. 19) is designed mainly to secure 
order and discipline in public libraries. Chapters 22 and 23 
are not yet issued, but they include the Factory and Workshop 
Act, which is the only considerable piece of legislation of the 
session. 





A CORRESPONDENT of the Daily News has been relieving the 
monotony of the vacation by interviewing solicitors on the 
subject of taxation of costs. One gentleman whose views were 
obtained called attention to the extensive disallowance of costs 
and quoted a case in which out of £700 paid out of pocket

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£335 was disallowed. The root of the evil, he is reported as 
saying, lies in the fact that the rules do not allow the taxing-

in the framing of a set of rules which would allow them to 
44 
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certify for all disbursements reasonably necessary for the 
successful conduct of the litigation.” It would seem that this is 
the principle intended to be embodied in the draft rules of the 
Supreme Court which we recently printed, and by which ord. 
65, r. 27 (29), is altered so as to direct the taxing-master to 
* allow all such costs, charges, and expenses as shall appear to 
him to have been necessary or proper for the attainment of 
justice or for defending the rights of any party.” For the 
principle to be effectual in practice it is essential that it shall 
not be fettered with rules of an opposite tendency upon matters 
of detail. An Admiralty lawyer who was interviewed objected 
to the inelasticity of the present rules and scales, and, 
without complaining of the taxing in the Admiralty Court, 
pointed out that in practice the most satisfactory way was to 
settle the costs by arbitration. ‘‘ Between firms,” he said, ‘“‘who 
know each other well and do much business together, this is a 
common practice. I do not say that either the successful or 
the unsuccessful party gains by it, but we have the 
immeasurable advantage of putting everything before an 
experienced, practical man, who settles the matter without 
doubt, uncertainty, and the application of utterly unsuitable 
rules. He knows the work, and deals with the bill exactly as 
he would with the expenses of a clerk employed by himself.” 
The practice, however, can naturally not extend to litigious 
business generally, and it will be unfortunate if the proposed 
new rules, which are a step in the right direction, should be 
= by the inherent defects of the prevailing system of 
axation. 





A rornt of some difficulty, and one which not infrequently 
arises in conveyancing practice, has not yet been decided by the 
courts. The question is as to the manner in which a married 
woman trustee, who has invested trust money on mortgage of 
real property, should pass the legal estate to the mortgagor on 
reconveyance, or to a purchaser in the event of a sale. The 
subject is touched to a certain extent by the decisions in Re 
Harkness and Allsopp (1896, 2 Ch. 358) and Re Brooke and 
Fremlin (1898, 1 Ch. 650). In the former case Norru, J., 
held that, the object of the Married Women’s Property Act, 
1882, being to prevent the separate property of a married 
woman from becoming subject to her husband’s control, 
and property of which she was a trustee not being her 
Own separate property, the concurrence of her husband was 
necessary in a deed acknowledged by a married woman who was 
selling as trustee under an express power of sale, It will be 
noticed that in this case there was ne question of a mortgage. 
The basis of the learned judge’s decision was, that although 
section 1 of the Act of 1882 removed former restrictions on a 
married woman’s power of disposing of her separate property, 
both real and personal, yet section 18, which deals with 
property held on trust by a married woman, while allowing her 
to sue and be sued in respect of any kind of property, stops 
short of permitting her to convey real estate so held as 
if she were a feme sole. In Re Brooke and Fremlin 
(commented on in 42 Soxicrrors’ Jovrnat, at p. 392) 
Kexewicu, J., distinguished the case of a married woman 
mortgagee, holding that the husband’s concurrence was unneces- 
sary when the married woman was a mortgagee of real estate 
conveyed to her to secure money belonging to her as her 
separate property. 





ALTHOUGH THERE is considerable doubt among convey- 
ancers, it may be argued that the husband of a married 
woman trustee-mortgagee need not concur in a reconveyance 
to her mortgagor. So long as the mortgage subsists, the 
mortgagee is not strictly a trustee of the mortgaged 
property; she is merely a trustee of the fund invested on the 
security of the land, and, as regards any dealings with the 
mortgagor, must be regarded as a simple mortgagee. On a 
reconveyance, the money being repaid (as to which a recital 
in the deed would seem to be sufficient), she becomes a bare 
trustee of the legal estate for the mortgagor, and it may 
then be urged that under the provisions of section 16 of 
the Trustee Act, 1893, the concurrence of her husband 
is unnecessary. If this is not so, it will never be safe 
to accept a title which depends on a reconveyance by a 





married Woman, unless it is acknowledged, or unless she is 
shewn not to be a trustee. Where the married woman trustee- 
mortgagee is simply concurring in a sale by the mortgagor, 
and is to be paid off out of the purchase-money, the transaction, 
so far as she is concerned, may be considered as a repayment 
of the loan, and the logical conclusion seems to be that she 
would thereupon become a bare trustee for the mortgagor or his 
purchaser. But if the married woman trustee-mortgagee is selling 
under her power of sale the caseisone of greater difficulty. Where 
there is foreclosure and subsequent sale by the mortgagee 
there can be little doubt that the real estate becomes subject 
to the trust, and the decision in Re Harkness and Allsopp 
applies. But where there is a sale under the power, in 
order to determine whether the husband should concur 
it must be first determined whether the married woman at any 
time becomes an actual trustee of the real estate. She cannot be 
said to be even a bare trustee for the mortgagor ; his interest 
in the real estate is gone, and he can at most look for any 
surplus of the purchase-money. It may also be argued that in 
a a sale she never becomes a trustee of the realty for her 
cestui que trust; he has no interest in the land either before or 
after the sale, and the married woman is simply the machinery 
for giving possession to the purchaser. On the other hand, she 
may perhaps be said to be a bare trustee of the legal estate for 
the purchaser, after payment of the consideration money, and, 
if this view be sound, concurrence by the husband would be 
unnecessary. The question of concurrence gives rise to another 
interesting point, as to whether a husband so concurring has 
acted or intermeddled in the trust within the meaning of section 
24 of the Married Women’s Property Act of 1882. On the 
whole, until the point is settled by a direct judicial decision, or 
dealt with by the Legislature, it would appear that, to be safe, a 
purchaser should take a conveyance from a married woman who 
is a trustee-mortgagee and her husband by deed acknowledged, 
except in the rare cases where the mortgage is so framed as to 
permit the mortgagee to convey by executing a general power of 
appointment over the property. 








THE FIDUCIARY CHARACTER OF SOLICITORS. 


Questions frequently arise as to the liability of solicitors to be 
treated as trustees in respect of moneys of clients which are or 
have been in their hands, and having regard to the authorities 
it is by no means always easy to give a confident answer. 
That the mere receipt of money on behalf of a client does not 
constitute the solicitor a trustee was clearly laid down by 
Kiyperstzy, V.C., in Re Hindmarsh (8 W. R. 2038, 1 Dr. & Sm. 
129), and the subsequent decisions have largely been concerned 
with discovering the qualifications which ought to be imposed 
on this rule. In that case a firm of solicitors had been employed 
to realize the estate of an insolvent which had been assigned 
to their client, and from time to time bills of costs and cash 
accounts relating to the estate were delivered, the last of the 
cash accounts, delivered in 1851, showing a balance of £1,230 due 
from them. Of this amount £1,000 was paid, and subsequently, 
after the dissolution of the partnership between the solicitors, 
and the bankruptcy of one of them, and more than six years 
from 1851, the client commenced proceedings against the other 
to recover the balance of £230. But Kiypzrszzy, V.C., held 
that no fiduciary relation existed so as to exclude the bar of the 
Statute of Limitations. The money, he pointed out, was received 
by the solicitors simply in their character of agents, and there 
was no reason why the statute should not apply to solicitors 
receiving money on behalf of their clients. ‘ The language of 
the statute,” he said, “‘is distinctly applicable to a case of 
account, and there is no exception in the statute as regards 
solicitors.” Referring to this case in Watson y. Woodman (L. R. 
20 Eq. 721, at p. 731) Haw, V.O., said: ‘“ Re Hindmarsh is an 
authority that the relation of trustee and cestui que trust does not 
ordinarily exist between solicitor and client, although the 
solicitor may have received moneys from or for the client.” 

The distinguishing feature in Re Hindmarsh was that the 
solicitors received the moneys in question, not with a view to 
holding them, but for the purpose of remitting them in due 
course to their client. Where, on the other hand, the arrange- 
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ment is that the moneys received by a solicitor from the realiza- 
tion of an estate shall remain in his hands and under his 
management for the purpose of investment the result is different. 
He is now treated as being in a fiduciary position, and he can- 
not set up the statute as a bar to an account. The leading 
authority for this proposition is Burdick v. Garrick (18 W.R. 
387, L. R. 5 Ch. 233). There a person resident in the United 
States by power of attorney authorized two persons resident in 
England, one of whom was a solicitor, to realize his real and 
personal estate in England, and either transmit the proceeds to 
him or invest them in real or personal securities. In pursuance 
of this power the attorneys sold both real and personal estate 
and transmitted a portion of the proceeds to their principal, but 
in 1859, when he died, they still retained in their own hands a 
considerable sum for which they had not accounted. In 1867 
his widow and administratrix demanded an account, and it was 
held that the attorneys were debarred by their fiduciary position 
from pleading the statute. The case, said Lord HaTHertey, 
was that of an agent entrusted with funds, not for the purpose of 
remitting them when received to the principal, but for the purpose 
of employing them ina particular manner. These moneys the 
agent was bound to keep totally distinct and separate from his 
own moneys, and in no way to deal with or e use of them 
for his own benefit. This position his lordship could not 
distinguish from an ordinary fiduciary position which in 
equity creates a trust and excludes the defence of the statute. 
Rte Hindmarsh he referred to its special facts. ‘‘ It seems to me,” 
he said, ‘‘that the decision could not be justified if it were 
simply the case of a person holding funds expressly for a 
particular purpose, and having the duty cast upon him of 
holding and retaining them for the benefit of the person who so 
intrusted him with them; but the report shews that it was not 
a case of that description.” 

The cases of Gray v. Bateman (21 W. R. 187) and Power v. 
Power (13 L, R. Ir. 281) are illustrations of the principle 
established by Burdick v. Garrick. An agent, it was held in the 
former, intrusted with general power of management, is a 
trustee, and cannot plead the statute; and in the latter, where 
a solicitor invests moneys of his clients in his hands under 
a general authority to invest on sufficient security, his 
employment is fiduciary. ‘‘ Where,” said Cuatrerton, V.C., 
“there is not merely an agency between the parties, but also a 
superadded fiduciary relation, the remedy of the principal, who 
is then also the cestui que trust, is not one arising merely from 
contract, or duty springing from such contract, where a common 
law liability would alone exist, but is one to be dealt with on the 
equitable relation of trustee and cestut que trust.” 

It thus appears that where a solicitor is employed to act 
generally as manager of funds left in his hands, he is thereby 
placed in a fiduciary position, and this carries the result that, in 
the event of any error in the selection of a suitable invest- 
ment, he is liable, not merely to an action of negligence, 
which, whether framed in contract (Short v. McCarthy, 
3 B. & Ald. 626) or in tort (Howell v. Young, 5 B. & CO. 259), 
would be barred in six years, but he is liable to account for the 
sum improperly invested on the footing of his being a trustee. 
This was the effect of the decision in Power v. Power (supra), 
where the estate of the solicitor was held liable to replace £1,500 
which had been lost through being advanced on a bad security. 
The matter was fully discussed also by Kexewicn, J., in Doody 
v. Watson (39 Ch. D. 178), where a distinction was drawn between 
the various cases in which a solicitor may be employed in 
advancing money on mortgage. Money may be handed to him 
either (1) to oe in a particular mortgage already approved, 
or (2) to be held until he finds a mortgage in which he is to invest 
with the client’s approval. In either case the solicitor does not 
occupy any fiduciary position as regards the investment, and, pro- 
vided the money is actually invested, his only possible liability is to 
an action for negligence in respect of some part of the legal 
work which he has undertaken. But if (3) his employment 
goes further, and he has to find an investment at his own discre- 
tion, the client taking little or no part in the matter, then he 

ecomes manager of the funds under his control, and in accord- 
ance with the principle already stated, he is in a fiduci 
position in regard to the money and the investment. In the two 
first cases he is also, as Kzexzwicn, J., pointed out, a trustee of 








the money till investment. It is handed to him for a particular 
ogre in the confidence that to that p he will apply it. 
ut the trust is accomplished when once the investment is 
complete, and the fiduciary relation is then at an end. : 
There is another class of cases where a solicitor may receive 
money for a client and be thereby placed in a fiduciary position. 
This is where the money is already the subject of an express 
trust of which the solicitor has notice. In Soar v. Ashwell (42 
W. R. 165; 1898, 2 Q. B. 390) the solicitor who acted for the 
trustees of a will invested part of the trust moneys on mortgage. 
On the mortgage being paid off he retained £128 in his hands, 
paying interest on it during his life. After his death the 
sole trustee of the will brought an action to recover 
it, and it was held that the case was an exception to 
the ordinary rule under which constructive trusts are liable 
to be barred by the statute, and that the solicitor’s estate 
was to be dealt with on the footing of his having been 
an express trustee. The receipt by a solicitor of money which 
he knows to be trust money clothes his agency with a fiduciary 
character, and, just as in Burdick v. Garrick (supra), the 
statute is no bar to his liability to account. A similar result 
was arrived at by Onrrry, J., in Re Bell (35 W. R. 212, 
34 Ch. D. 462), where upon a sale by a mortgagee the solicitor 
retained in his hands a surplus which by the terms of the 
mortgage deed was to be held on an express trust for the 
mortgagor. Ordinarily, however, there is only a constructive 
trust with regard to such a surplus (Banner v. Berridge, 
29 W. R. 844, 18 Ch. D. 254), and the six years’ limit applies 
to the solicitor as well as to the mortgagee. , 
The question whether money is received by an agent in a 
fiduciary capacity arises also under section 4 of the Debtors 
Act, 1869, which retains imprisonment for debt in the case of 
persons acting in such a capacity. Under this section the ten- 
dency has been to give a wide meaning to the phrase “acting in 
a fiduciary capscity,” and though it has been held not to include 
a partner receiving money on behalf of the firm (Piddocke v. Burt, 
42 W. R. 248; 1894, 1 Ch. 348), yet it has been extended to the 
London agent of a country solicitor (Litchfield v. Jones, 36 W. R. 
347, 36 Ch. D. 530), to an auctioneer in respect of money 
received upon the sale of goods (Crowther v. Eigood, 35 W. R. 
369, 34 Ch. D. 691), and toa person employed to realize property 
(Marris v. Ingram, 28 W. R. 434, 13 Ch. D. 338). It has been 
unnecessary to consider whether a solicitor would fall within 
this clause, since his case is specially provided for by clause 4 of 
section 4, which permits imprisonment in the case of default by 
a solicitor in paying money which he is ordered to pay as an 
officer of the court. But if the question did arise it would be 
difficult to distinguish from the cases just referred to that of 
a solicitor who is employed to receive a specific sum, such as 
the purchase-money of property, and to hand it over at once. 
Apparently the case is distinguishable from Ze Hindmarsh in 
that there the solicitor’s duty was not to receive and hand over 
a specific sum, but to realize an estate and account for the 
roceeds from time to time, taking credit in the accounts for 
Pills of costs. Thus a solicitor would be in a fiduciary position 
when he is employed to collect and transmit a specific sum of 
money. Where, however, his employment is continuous, and 
he has an open account with his client, Ze Hindmarsh shews 
that there is no fiduciary character in the relationship, and 
the client’s right to an account is barred in six years. = 
The importance of the question whether a solicitor is in the 
position of a trustee or only of an ordinary agent has been 
materially diminished by section 8 of the Trustee Act, 1888, 
which enables a trustee to plead the. Statute of Limitations, 
but it may still frequently require to be determined, and it 
seems that a solicitor cannot be treated as a trustee unless his 
agency becomes fiduciary by reason of some special confidence 
being re in him, or by reason of his obtaining control of 
funds which are to his knowledge affected with an express trust,

THE LAW OF TRUSTS. 


A PRACTICAL AND ConciIsE MANUAL OF THE LAW RELATING TO 
PRIVATE TRUSTS AND TRUSTEES. By ARTHUR UNDERGILLI,, M.A., 
LL.D., Barrister-at-Law. FirTH EpiTion. Butterworth & Co. 


This work forms a useful summary of the law of trusts. As 
treated in the standard text-books that law has become alarmingly 
bulky, and the gratitude of the profession is due to a writer who like 
Mr. Underhill performs the laborious task of selecting and concisely 
arranging the principles upon which the Jaw is based. Mr. Under- 
hili wisely acts also upon the observation of Jessel, M.R., in Re 
Hallett (13 Ch. D., p. 710), referred to in the preface, that in equity 
the latest cases are the soundest exponents of doctrine. ‘‘ The 
doctrines’ [of equity], he said, ‘‘are progressive, refined and 
improved; and if we want to know what the rules 
of equi are, we must look, -of course, rather to the 
more modern than the more ancient cases.” Accordingly the recent 
authorities are very completely referred to, and in this respect the 
book is one which the practising lawyer will find of great service. 
With a minimum of labour he can discover whether any new authority 
has been added upon the point before him, The student will find 
equal profit in the clear enunciation of the principles of trusts in 
some eighty articles, and in the illustrative comments with which the 
propositions are accompanied. An example of successful handling 
of case law will be found in the notes to Article 42, which deals with 
the circumstances under which a trustee can delegate his powers. In 
these notes Speight v. Gaunt (9 App. Cas. 1) naturally plays a 
prominent part, To a considerable extent the law of trusts has been 
codified by the Trustee Act, 1893, and, where such a course can be 
conveniently adopted, the provisions of the Act are introduced into 
the text. The book altogether is excellent,

The rapidity with which successive editions 
are demanded shews tbat its utility is widely recognized, and t 
care appears to be expended in salting from time to time such Seer 
ations as experience suggests. Fortunately Tate’s arithmometer has 
been available for preparing the tables, or the labour required would 
have been prohibitive. The use of the tables is illustrated by a series 
of examples prefixed to the work, and a reader with a turn for 
figures and a knowledge of logarithms may succeed by its aid in 
becoming his own actuary. 








CASES OF THE WEEK. 


Before the Vacation Judge. 
HORST v. HORST. 28th August. 


PaRTNERSHIP—D1ssoLUuTION—RECEIVER—SOLICITATION OF 
Late Frru—Insuncrion. 


This was a motion on the part of the plaintiff, Mr. L. A. Horst, that 
the defendant, Mr. E. OC. Horst, hisservants and agents, might be restrained 
from applying privately by letter, personally, or by traveller, to any person 
who was, prior to the dissolution of the partnership, a customer of the 
late firm of Horst Brothers, referred to in the order in this action dated the 
22nd of May, 1901, asking such person to deal with the defendant or not 
to deal with the plaintiff, and from doing any other act which would 
depreciate, or tend to depreciate, the goodwill of the business of the said 
late firm; and that the defendant might be ordered to account for all 
profits derived, or to be derived, by him through such customers 
of the late firm as he had already solicited or canvassed. In support of 
the motion it was said that the action was brought for dissolution of 
a partnership in the business of hop-growers and merchants, lately carried 
on by the defendant and the plaintiff, under the name of Horst Brothers, 
at Southwark-street, and at San Francisco, New York, Chicago, and other 
places in America and Canada. The plaintiff took charge of the business 
in England and the defendant took charge of the business in San

Francisco and elsewhere. By an order made in the action and dated the 
22nd of May, 1901, the partnership was dissolved as from the 10th of May, 
1901, and the plaintiff was appointed receiver of the business at Southwark: 
street and to manage the same so far as might be necessary for the 
purposes of carrying out that order and so far as related to any contract 
inted 


subsisting at the date thereof ; and the defencant was similarly a 


elsewhere in America and British Columbia. The defendant was in 
England from the 29thof April, 1901, to the 29th of June, 1901, 
when he returned to America. Besides the eens ae selling of hops 
= of the business of the late firm was to buy barley on commission for 

rewers ; and Messrs. Ind, Ooope, & Co. (Limited). brewers of Burton- 
on-Trent, were the largest customers of the late firm in that kind of 
business. After the date of the order—i.ec., between the 21st and 28th of 
June, 1901—the defendant several times visited Burton-on-Trent and 
called on Messrs. Ind, Coope, & Co., and solicited orders from them for 
himself and on his own account, and made use of his own position as a 
partner in the late firm to endeavour to obtain orders for his own benefit; 
and he arranged with Messrs. Ind, Coope, & Oo. that he should charter a 
ship and oul to Ind, Coope. & Co. samples of Californian brewing barley, 
and that when they received them they would make their selections aud 
give him the order, as heretofore they gave it to the firm, and that the 
defendant should receive the commission thereon for himself. Such 
commission as received by the firm amounted to from £600 to £900 per 
annum. The partnership was a partnership at will. This was not 
the ordinary case where it was sought to stop a man getting a trade. 
Either party was entitled to insist on the sale of a goodwill 
as a going concern: Re David and Matthews (47 W. R. 318; 
1899, 1 Ch. 378). The goodwill was part of the assets of the firm. 
[Joyvcz, J.—I am not sure you are right in your law. There is nothing in 
the order as to selling as a going concern.] Upon behalf of the defendant 
it was said that there was nothing about a sale in the affidavits. [Joycr, 
J.—What about your soliciting as receiver?] The defendant claims to do 
what he has done. The plaintiff’s affidavit does not shew any breach. 
The defendant has a right to sell as a principal. 

Joyce, J., in giving judgment, said: This is an application in a partner- 
ship action between two persons of the same name, who, I believe, are 
brothers, and who carried on the business of ‘* Horst Brothers.’”’ By the 
writ in the partnership action the plaiotiff claimed to have an account 
taken of the hip dealings between him and the defendant, and 
to have the irs of the partnership wound up. He also asked for an 
injunction and a receiver. The business carried on was that of hop- 
growers and merchants, and on the 22nd of May last a judgment was 
taken by consent on a motion in that action. In that judgment or order, 
upon carefully reading it, I find no word as to the receiver or manager
